Mandle (U.S. Patent No. 6,597,371), Ito (U.S. patent No. 6,144,164) and Kim 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,424,349) are cited to teach light emission display, but does not teach 
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controlling distribution of occurence probability of each of the levels by the AS modulator 
as recited in the claims. 

Okuda (U.S. Patent No. 6,803,891 and Pub.No US 2005/0024) are cited to teach AS 
modulator but does not teach controlling distribution of occurence probability of each of 
the levels by the AS modulator and cannot be used since they are same inventor.
